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OMAHA'S COAL.

The Ohlo Btate Geologiat's Oplulon
of the Strata.

Prof, Orton, state geologist of Ohio
who has been in this city for two or
three weeks, during which time he
made examination of the samples of conl
which have been found in the various,
drillings around the city, as well ns the
formation in which the same have becn
found,

Last night he appearced at a mecting of
the capitalists who have been advan cing
money to conduct the search after the
valuable mineral, He showed, from the

data g@iven him, that the drilling near
ller's distillery had progressed toa depth
of 1,760 [eet, and that the last coal
diseovered had been found at a
depth of 540 feet. Since that time, the
drill had been penctrating strata of rock
which were now becoming harder and
indecd linty, He had no dunubt that the
materinl found was coal, that the same
wns nol wavyor in a "“pocket” and that
it probably was o good sized vein., Yet
of this fact he could not be sure until a
core of the materianl, which should show
{ts thickness, has been taken out. He
was firmly of the belief, however, that
beneath the strata of oty rock which
the drill was now working, no coal
existed. Conl was not found,
he elaimed, under such rock, neither
could oil be found in it, because that
liguid was generally found in rcek of
much softer and coarser texture,

The drill at the pump house near the
stock ynrds is still at work, making its
gecond core, the drill having broken at
quite a distance some time ago, necessi-
tating n sccond  drilling, k depth of
1,000 feet has now been  reached, and it
i8 not known when the work will be con-
cluded, There has now been a low of
witer for some time from the opening.

The professor went this morning Lo
Bellovue, to examine some surface conl
which has been found thers, nnd had not
returned when the reporter made inquiry
for him at noon.

Mr. ller, who has nlways taken an no-
interest in the conl investigation, was
seen by n BEE reporter yesterday,
and guestioned as to what effect the
oninion of I'rof. Orton woul have on
the work,

“1 think,” snid the gentleman, *‘that
the less you say about the matter, the
betfer.” ~ He then repeated in substance
whnat has been outlined above, and when
nsked whether dnlling would be con-
tinued, repeated in the same style:

“1I don't know vet, and will not know
until the board meets.,’

At no time in their history have
the Omaha schonls been go erowded as at
the opening of a fall term  Superintend-
ent James and all the teachers were kept
busy attempting to arrange everything
to accommodnte the jam, but although
they worked to the best advantage pos-
siblfe under the circumstances, yet the
result is very unsatisfaetory,  In the
high schoal the crowd of pupils is most
noticenble, and it is thought that some of
the lower grades will have to be taken
from the building in order to find accom-
modations for the eclusses of the high
school proper, Where to put these
grades is a question as vet undecnded, as
all the other schools have already more
than their full quotw of pupils.  The
action of the board ot edueation  Inst
night orduring outside rooms to receive
the overflow of pupils will tend to reiieve
the strain temporandy, but the general
inpression of teachers and the public is
thut something more radical should be
done to make the school facilities kecp
pace with the rapid growth of the eity.
